!.> Pricer to November 1931 * the barracks installations on the northern pejrlmeier 
of Timisoara (R 16 /t 91) ■were fully occupied by Soviet troops* They were 
located on either side af the h ighway to Arad (R 16/U 16) and were separated 
from this road by a board fence * That portion of the road -which was xvlthin 
the billeting area was restricted to civilian traffic and was passed by the 
official bus line only* While riding this bus* prior to November 195l<» 
source repeatedly saw about 50 tanks and an ^determined nuriher of guns* 
including sme large guns toned trucks^ in the billeting area west of 
the road to Sannicolaul Yare (Y 7/T 55) as well as east of the road to Arad . # 


2* In June 1951^ construction work was started in the area on the south side 
of Busch il Street , on the west side of the road to Lipova (II 16/U 3i>) and 
north of the main cemetery in the northern sector of Timisoara© Source saw 
the foundations of 6 or 7 large buildings in August 1951* A total of about 
100 v/oidcmen and about 5 00 Rumanian soldiers were employed in the construction

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Prior to Koveraber 1951, most of the Rumanian soldiers seen in Timisoara 
wore engaged in the construction of the new barracks installations: only 
very few soldiers were seen in the streets of the city. In the summer and 
of 1951 s Soviet tanks and trucks towing ^uns vsove repeatedly observed 
moving towards the Jagdwald (woods), where a lli-da y field* exercise,* 
including exercises with <-as masks, was held in the summer of 1951. The 
exercise, always identified by the heavy noise of battle, was discontinued 
every second or third dry. One train with material for the Soviet treo-s 
arrived at the factory station about each month. *

west of the main railroad station in Arad. From 1*0 to 50 armored vehicles 
oi an uncetemaned type were observed moving out of this barracks installa- 
tion.
